COURT OUT

COUNCIL chiefs have been 
hit by a volley of 
embarrassment over their 
attempts to get Harlow’s 
residents healthy following 
revelations a massive 80 per 
cent of council-owned tennis 
courts in the town are 
unusable during Wimbledon 
fortnight. 

As millions across the world tune in 
to watch the efforts of Brit Andy 
Murray, scores of families inspired by 
the championship have been left disap¬ 
pointed after arriving at their local 
courts to find they have no nets or are in 
a state of disrepair. 

The situation is embarrassing for the 
council, which is trying to encourage 
people in the town to become more 
physically active to address Harlow’s 
huge obesity problem. 

The authority has blamed lack of 
funds for the situation. But one family 
which was left with nowhere to play 
after arriving at Slacksbury Hatch 
courts to find no nets has slammed the

state of affairs as ‘ridiculous’. 

Kay Tucker (40) of Little Pamdon 
said her partner Panos Sanoziois (40) 
took their children Yiannis (11) and 
Aris (6) to play tennis after they 
watched the start of Wimbledon last 
week. 

“My partner said when they got 
there, he saw kids were making a fire 
and others were hanging about because 


there is nothing to do. 

“Last year, out of three tennis courts 
at Slacksbury Hatch, there were just the 
remnants of an old net which people 
queued to use. 

“We are going to have the Olympics 
down the road in a few years and the 
council is always going on about want¬ 
ing to promote sports in Harlow but 
there’s not even anywhere to play tennis 
during Wimbledon fortnight. It just 
seems as bit rich and a bit ridiculous.” 

Out of the 15 courts the council owns 
across Bush Fair, Black Bush Springs, 
Northbrooks, Staple Tye and The 
Dashes, only three at Church Langley 
are in working order. 

A spokesman for the council, which 
has laid on a series of classes and initia¬ 
tives over the past year to get Harlow’s 
residents fit, said it has not been possi¬ 
ble to maintain the courts because of a 
limit on budgets, but said it has ear¬ 
marked funds to carry out some repairs. 

He added: “The council is working 
towards making small improvements in 
a number of the facilities, but budget 
limitations make it difficult to bring all 
courts back up to usable standard 
immediately. 

“There are also plans for new courts 
to be included in the regeneration of the 
Staple Tye area in the near future, sub¬ 
ject to planning consent.”

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More hospital 
'theft' victims 
come forward 

POLICE were called to Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital seven 
times in 14 months to investigate 
reports of jewellery or money 
being stolen from patients. 

But the true figure for alleged 
thefts is likely to be much higher, 
as the hospital admitted ‘various 
other’ incidents in which cash or 
property has apparently been 
taken and the police have not been 
informed. 

The news comes as the hospital 
vowed to review protocol for 
recording and storing patients’ 
property following allegations 
made in the Star last month that 
two diamond rings were stolen 
from the body of a dead pensioner 
and claims that a stroke victim 
had a diamond solitaire 
engagement ring taken. Both 
incidents are currently subject to 
police and hospital investigations. 
This week, more people came 
forward to claim their jewellery or 
a family member’s jewellery had 
been taken at PAH. 

Gay Barnard (45) of Malkin 
Drive, Harlow, told the Star a 
necklace and a pair of earrings 
went missing from a bedside 
cabinet while she was being 
treated at the hospital in May. 

Ruth Chapman (54) from 
Hunsdon, said her family reported 
to hospital staff that her elderly 
mother had a wedding band 
removed from her body three 
years ago. The ring has never been 
recovered. And Estelle Wilkes 
(32) of Gibcroft, Harlow, said she 
went to police after claiming a 
diamond ring was stolen from the 
body of her mother, Joy Wilkes, 
five years ago. The report was 
investigated but, again, the ring 
was never recovered. 

Figures released by the hospital to 
the Star show from April 2008- 
March 2009, police were called 
five times for theft allegations. 
However, officers have been 
called in twice since regarding 
further claims. 

A PAH spokesman said: “The 
Trust takes these incidents very 
seriously. 

“There have been various other 
incidents in which money or 
property is apparently stolen from 
patients and staff who leave 
handbags or jackets unattended.” 


Taxpayers forced to 
splash out on pool

COUNCIL taxpayers unwittingly forked out a 
staggering £43,000 over the last financial year 
to pay for security guards to protect Harlow’s 
disused swimming pool from vandals and 
squatters. 

The leisure facility was closed to the public in November 
2007 after an architectural survey found the building to be 
structurally unsound and it has remained unoccupied since. 

It was supposed to have been demolished to make way for 
new housing as part of the multi-million pound Gateway 
Project, but Harlow Council has yet to find a developer will¬ 
ing to take on the project and has instead splashed out on pri¬ 
vate security firm, BritSec, to protect the vacant asset. 

In addition to the extravagant security costs, the council 
also paid out £13,000 for the dilapidated building to be sup¬ 
plied with electricity. 

The startling figures were listed as part of a major over¬ 
spend on predicted regeneration costs in the authority's 
annual statement of accounts, which also revealed the coun¬ 
cil spent a further £9,000 on another structural survey of the 
empty building last year. 

Councillor Simon Carter, chairman of the council’s policy 
and resources committee, told the Star: “The ongoing costs 
for the former swimming pool are mainly to keep security on 
site until new owners take over. 

“A large unoccupied building is prone to vandalism and 
that could create dangers. A property company has been 
appointed to market the site with its development brief and 
we are hopeful that the transfer of the site to a new owner can 
be finalised as soon as possible." 

But Matthew Sinclair, research director at the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, said the costs were unjustified. 

“It is outrageous that taxpayers’ money is being wasted 
securing a building that is due to be demolished," he said. 
"This project has clearly been delayed too long and is now 
struggling to find private investors with credit hard to come 
by."

He added: "Councils need to do more to plan develop¬ 
ments so that their properties don’t sit empty for so long, 
particularly when there is still so much pressure being put on 
green field land."

MP challenged to 
justify expenses 


UNDER-FIRE Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell has been 
challenged to justify his 
extravagant expense claims to 
angry constituents at a public 
meeting. 

Prospective Tory Parliamentary can¬ 
didate Robert Halfon has called on Mr 
Rammell to explain his use of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money to pay for the renovation of 
his Harlow home and items including a 
DVD player, suitcase, garden table and 
even a kitchen sink. 

The details came to light in heavily- 
edited details of Mr RammeH’s expense 
claims dating back to 2004 published 
on the Commons website last week. 

The documents, reported on in the 
Star, revealed the Minister for The 
Armed Forces had splashed out more 
than £5,000 on a new bathroom, £3,250 
on the redecoration of his hall, stairs

and landing and more than £1,000 re¬ 
carpeting his hallway and a guest bed¬ 
room. 

The MP - who currently earns 
£104,050 a year - was shown to have 
regularly claimed the maximum £400 
per month food allowance between 
2004 and 2006. 

Mr Halfon suggested the best way for 
the beleaguered MP to answer his crit¬ 
ics would be to stage a public question 
and answer session. 

“Many other MPs from all parties 
caught up in the expenses scandal have 
held public meetings in order to justify 
themselves,” he said. 

“What better way to demonstrate 
openness and transparency than to meet 
with residents and explain his actions?” 


But Mr Rammell accused his 
Conservative opponent of playing 
“party politics” and said constituents 
were welcome to come and discuss their 
concerns over his expenses at one of his 
regular advice surgeries. 

“This isn’t about party politics,” he 
told the Star. “It should be about MPs 
of all parties working to restore trust. 

“As for public accountability, I have 
always made myself available to con¬ 
stituents for question and scrutiny by 
holding regular advice surgeries and 
Meet Your MP meetings. I firmly intend 
to continue to do this and I will account 
for my actions to my constituents”

Booze ban on 

caught-out 

newsagent 

A NEWSAGENT has been 
banned from selling booze after 
it was caught supplying alcohol 
to a youth during an undercover 
operation. 

Sunlight shop, trading as Wills 
News in Staple Tye shopping 
centre, had its licence suspended 
for eight weeks for selling 
alcohol to a child under 18. 

The ban comes after Essex 
County Council Trading 
Standards officials, police and 
Harlow Council carried out a 
test purchasing operation in 
January. 

Eight premises were checked in 
a covert sting and Wills News 
failed. Its licence was reviewed 
at a meeting of the council’s 
licensing sub-committee last 
week, which decided to suspend 
the shop’s alcohol licence until 
August 24. The sanction means 
no booze can be sold or 
displayed for sale. The premises 
will also have to appoint a new 
licence holder, make sure a 
designated premises supervisor 
is always on site and make sure 
all staff sit their national 
certificate for personal licence 
holders. 

Regular visits will be made by 
police and council officials to 
make sure the store complies 
with the measures. 

Speaking about the move, 
Harlow police licensing officer 
Jenny McCallum said: “The 
suspension of this licence should 
send a strong message to anyone 
thinking of selling alcohol to 
children under 18.” 


High Court defeat 
costs council £24k 


New Quasar venue is fired up 



LASER-GUN wielding 
warriors have been getting 
their first taste of Harlow’s 
impressive new Quasar 
Elite venue following its 
official opening on 
Saturday. 

Both seasoned players and 


aspiring young gunslingers 
have already been wowed 
by the adrenaline-pumping 
action on offer at the 
Broadwalk leisure facility, 
which boasts the largest 
battle arena of its kind in 
the world as well as a cafe, 


restaurant, junior gym and 
children’s soft-play area. 
Managing director Bob 
Webb told the Star the 
venue’s opening week had 
remained busy despite the 
hot weather and initial 
feedback was encouraging. 


HARLOW Council’s 
embarrassing High Court 
defeat over plans to 
dramatically slash the 
budget of Harlow Welfare 
Rights and Advice 
resulted in the cash- 
strapped authority 
splashing out £24,000 in 
court costs and legal fees, 
the Star can reveal. 

The shocking figure was includ¬ 
ed among details of major varia¬ 
tions in the council’s community 
services budget published as part 
of its annual statement of 
accounts. 

The authority was taken to court 
in March by Harlow residents and 
HWRA clients Geraldine Meaney, 
Patricia Glynn and Greig Sanders, 
who were appalled at the scale of 
the crippling service cutbacks 
voted for by Conservative mem¬ 
bers of the policy and resources 
committee. 

Following a two-day hearing, 
Mr Justice Davies ruled that the 
council had failed to give “due 
regard” to the impact a funding cut 
of up to 82 per cent would have on 
the most vulnerable and needy 
members of the town’s community 
and ordered the authority to recon¬ 
sider its plans. 

It was also told to pay two-thirds

of the claimants’ court costs and 
was prohibited from appealing 
against the decision. 

The full cost of the cutbacks is 
likely to rise significantly when 
redundancy payouts for ex¬ 
employees are finalised. 

Yet despite the unnecessary 
expenditure, which could have 
been avoided had Tory members 
sitting on the council’s scrutiny 
committee voted to overturn the 
original decision to cut funding 
after it was called-in by opposition 
councillors, policy and resources 
committee chairman Simon Carter 
claimed the High Court fiasco was 
ultimately of little importance. 

“It’s regrettable that the action 
was taken on behalf of the HWRA, 
but it did not significantly alter the 
process and we now have a con¬ 
tract in place that is saving around 
£400K a year,” he told the Star. 

“We made it clear at the outset 
that more money was just not 
available, but we understand that 
the group was hopeful that a court 
challenge might have changed this. 

“The new contract is delivering 
better value for Harlow Council 
taxpayers and at the same time 
maintaining core advice services 
in the town.” 


Pensioners facing 
alarm system hike 


CASH-strapped pensioners 
could have to fork out for a 
vital support service as part 
of a radical shake-up of 
Harlow Council’s sheltered 
housing programme. 

Under plans being looked 
at by housing chiefs, the 
authority is in line to raise 
nearly £10,000 extra a year 
by hiking up the price of its 
outreach scheme. 

Currently, pensioners 
who qualify for the service 
pay nothing for a 24-hour 
alarm system. 

But under proposals due 
to be discussed tonight 
(Thursday), the charge for 
outreach clients living in 
private accommodation 
could rise to £8.41 per week. 

As well as the alarm, the 


charge would cover the cost 
of a sheltered housing offi¬ 
cer visiting the address on a 
weekly, fortnightly or 
monthly basis, depending on 
the client’s needs and level 
of support they have from 
other people including car¬ 
ers and family members. 

The move is part of a 
wider shake-up of the shel¬ 
tered housing service which 
was agreed by councillors in 
January following a review 
which reaffirmed the need 
to redirect resources to so- 
called high priority activities 
including floating support 
and outreach services. 

Until now, the cost of the 
scheme has been covered by 
other financing, but it is 
claimed the funds are too 


stretched for the arrange¬ 
ment to continue. 

Council officers have rec¬ 
ommended councillors 
approve the plan. 

But Les Coben, chairman 
of Harlow's Pensioner 
Action Association, said the 
proposals were not palatable. 

“I think it’s absolutely 
disgusting,” he told the Star. 
“How are people going to 
afford that? £8 a week is a 
big chunk of their money 
and it just goes to show the 
people in power in this town 
have no idea how real peo¬ 
ple live.” 

The plan will be dis¬ 
cussed as part of a housing 
committee meeting which 
will take place from 7.30pm 
tonight at the Civic Centre.

Truancy crackdown 
after shock figures

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PUPILS at secondary 
schools across Harlow 
missed out on a 
staggering 8,000 half¬ 
days of education due 
to truancy in just one 
term. 

And primary school pupils 
in the town were shown to have 
missed an equally-shocking 
6,000 half-days of schooling 
due to truancy over the same 
four-month period - way above 
the Essex average. 

The figures were released by 
Essex County Council (ECC) 
this week as the authority 
vowed to crack down further on 
truants in the town. 

Stephen Castle, cabinet 
member for education at ECC, 
said: “I find it staggering that 
pupils are still willing to jeop¬ 
ardise their future by missing 
school. 

“We will continue to tackle 
truancy in Harlow in close 
partnership with families, 
schools and partner agencies, 
such as the police. 

“To tackle truancy long 
term, our Education Welfare 
Service (EWS) is undertaking 
a number of projects in con¬ 
junction with locality 
Education Welfare Officers 
who work with families to 
address reasons for non atten¬ 
dance. They work with educa-

tional psychologists, behaviour 
and attendance partners, 
Harlow Education Consortium 
and School Improvement.” 

A total of 1.14 per cent of all 
secondary school sessions were 
missed due to unauthorised 
absence across Harlow from 
September-December last year, 
equating to 8,063 half-days 
missed. The figure is below the 
Essex average of 1.20 per cent. 

Meanwhile, 0.74 per cent of 
primary school sessions in the 
town were missed for no good 
reason during the same period 
equating to 6,046 half days. 
The Essex average is just 0.49 
per cent. 

Essex County Council said it 
is too early to tell if the figures 
will see the overall truancy 
rates for Harlow improve this 
academic year - the last two 
years have shown pupils in the 
town to be among the worst 
truancy offenders in the county. 

However, Mr Castle added 
that a short campaign run over 
the spring term targeting per¬ 
sistent absentees across the 
town resulted in some parents 
receiving penalty notices or 
being prosecuted which had 
resulted in a significant reduc¬ 
tion in unauthorised absences.

SIR, My expenses as an MP have 
been published for 2004/5 to 
2007/8.1 wish this had happened 
sooner. The resistance by the 
House of Commons to the 
publication of expense claims has 
increased public mistrust and 
cynicism. 

As my receipts show, in terms of 
my claims under the Second Home 
Allowance, the Commons 
authorities required me to 
designate my Harlow home as my 
second home for claims when I 
became a Minister and my claims 


enable me to have a home in 
Harlow and a flat in London. I 
have always claimed within the 
rules and I am in the bottom 25 
per cent of claimants. 

But I have come to realise this is 
not enough. Since 2008,1 have 
claimed only mortgage interest 
from the Second Homes Allowance 
and stopped claiming completely 
in February this year. I will not 
make any claims in the future and 
I wish I had reached this decision 
sooner. The current system is 
utterly discredited and the public 


have no confidence in it. I and all 
MPs should have reformed the 
system years ago. I regret the fact 
that we did not. 

I never went into politics to make 
money, it’s not what drives me to 
work the hours I do for Harlow 
and its people. I regret hugely that 
the expense system has led some 
people to conclude that money is 
what motivates MPs. 

As to the system as a whole, we 
need fundamental root and branch 
reform and I am strongly 


supporting this. All MPs also need 
to recognise that the public anger 
over expenses represents 
something deeper about the 
electorate’s mistrust of politicians 
of all parties. I’m determined to 
respond to that. 

And we have to avoid partisan 
point-scoring between political 
parties. All MPs from all parties 
have been damaged by the 
expenses scandal. We all have to 
work to restore trust.

scientists using his 
beloved dog's genes will 
carry on the good work. 
Sharing the same 
genetic makeup as 
Trackr, the new pups 
have been named 
Trustt, Valor, Prodigy, 
Solace,and De Ja Vu. 
Mr Symington, pictured 


left with Trackr, won an essay contest in 
which he had to say why he believed 
Trackr was worth cloning. 

The cloning process was carried out by 
Californian firm BioArts International, the 
only company in the world allowed to 
clone cats and dogs. 

Mr Symington, a former police officer, 
said: “If the puppies have the same 
attributes Trakr did, then hopefully they’ll 
develop into world class search and 
rescue dogs.” 

Mr Symington and Trakr arrived at the 
site of the World Trade Center on 
September 12, 2001 - the day after the 
buildings collpased following a terrorist 
attack. They were one of the first canine 
search and rescue teams on the scene. 
After working almost non-stop for 48 
hours, Trakr located the last remaining 
survivor in the rubble of the twin towers. 
"Trakr was an extraordinary search and 
rescue dog,” said Mr Symington. “His 
work at the World Trade Center was the 
culmination of his career."

FIREFIGHTERS were called to 
North Weald airfield on 
Saturday after aircraft got into 
difficulty while landing.

Council hopes to continue street marshal scheme 


A PILOT scheme to help reduce 
anti-social behaviour in Harlow 
town centre could be rolled out 
on a permanent basis. 

Harlow Council is looking to 
secure more funding for its 
Street Marshal service following 
a successful three-month trial 
period. 

Since March, two people have 
been employed to patrol 
Harlow’s town centre on week¬ 


end evenings to provide addi¬ 
tional assistance to police 
patrols and the existing Taxi 
Marshal scheme. 

During their time on the 
streets the workers, who were 
trained by the ambulance serv¬ 
ice and funded by the govern¬ 
ment, dealt with a host of inci¬ 
dents including helping police 
with a man threatening to com¬ 
mit suicide, dealing with 


drunks, providing first aid to 14 
people, enforcing alcohol bans 
in “no alcohol” areas and 
removing glass and bottles from 
the street. 

The idea was introduced fol¬ 
lowing partnership working with 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service, which was designed to 
free up resources and reduce 
trouble in the town. 

Tony Hall, chairman of the 


counciFs environment and com¬ 
munity committee, said the 
funding finished at the end of 
last month adding: “The scheme 
has proved very successful and 
members of the public have 
reacted positively. 

“We will be working hard to 
try and find other sources that 
will enable this important serv¬ 
ice to continue. 

“It is helping to reduce anti¬ 


social behaviour in Harlow at 
times when there is the highest 
risk.” 

Speaking of the scheme’s 
benefits, Jon Moore, the East of 
England Ambulance Service’s 
general manager for west Essex, 
added: “In some cases, they may 
even help prevent the need for 
an ambulance response, freeing 
up our resources to attend more 
serious incidents.” 


Man threatened to 
'slash' police officer 


A MAN who barricaded 
himself in a house in Harlow 
during a one-and-a-half-hour 
stand-off with police must wait 
to hear his fate after a judge 
ordered psychiatric reports. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard Harry 
Baker (23), had threatened to “batter”and 
“slash” police on May 14 this year while 
he was at a house in Little Grove Field. 

A specialist negotiator and taser unit 
was deployed after police heard he had 
access to knives and a snooker cue. 


Baker - described as having an adult 
form of hypertension attention deficit 
disorder (HADD) - pleaded guilty to 
affray and possessing a kitchen knife as 
an offensive weapon at a previous hear¬ 
ing. 

At court on Friday, Carolyn Gardiner, 
prosecuting, said police were called at 
7.30pm to the home Baker shared with 
his girlfriend and eight-month-old 
daughter in Little Grove Field after 
reports a man had barricaded himself in. 

There was a stand-off and at one point 
he was spotted picking up a knife from 


the work surface and a 3ft long pole 
before shouting at officers: “If you come 
in I’m ready, I’ll slash you all up”. 

After 90 minutes of negotiations, he 
came out and was arrested, said Miss 
Gardiner. 

She said he then told police he would 
not have done anything with the knife 
and that he had been drinking on top of 
his medication. 

Neil Fitzgibbon, for Baker in mitiga¬ 
tion, said his client was on the drug 
Ritalin from age of 12-16, but had since 
been left to his own devices. 


He said Baker was in “a mood” when 
he got home from work that day and told 
his sister over the phone to call police 
because he didn’t feel well. 

He said Baker had not detained his 
girlfriend inside the house and their rela¬ 
tionship was still good, adding that Baker 
has a close, supportive family. 

“They don’t look upon him as an evil 
monster, but a young man who didn’t get 
the help he required and now knows he 
needs,” he said. 

The sentencing hearing is due to take 
place in August.

Don't 
call 999 
for cut 
fingers 


A CUT finger, a 
migraine and an upset 
stomach are just some 
of the 999 calls made to 
ambulance crews from 
people living in Harlow. 

Emergency services were 
also phoned after a person com¬ 
plained of being in pain after 
falling over the day before. 

The calls were made from 
homes around the town in the 
last month and were revealed by 
the East of England ambulance 
service this week as it calls on 
the public not to abuse the 999 
number. 

The message comes amid 
warm weather which the service 
says traditionally creates an 
increase in emergency calls. 

Steve Brant, assistant general 
manager for Harlow at the East 
of England Ambulance Service, 
said: “Traditionally the ambu¬ 
lance service sees a higher 
number of 999 calls over week¬ 
ends in the summer period 
when the weather is good, 
which puts the ambulance serv¬ 
ice under additional pressure. 

“We want people to ensure 
they’re being safe, so that they 
don’t require treatment in the 
first place, but should they find 
themselves in a situation where

they need medical attention, 
they should consider whether 
it’s an emergency or not. 

“People with minor illness or 
complaints should consider 
calling NHS Direct (0845 
4647), their own GP surgery or 
visiting a local walk-in centre or 
local pharmacy. 

“They should also consider 
whether they can get alternative 
transport to their local accident 
and emergency department if 
they need to attend.” 

Examples given by EEAS of 
minor ailments which could be 
dealt with by alternative NHS 
services are: coughs, colds, sore 
throat and earache, minor cuts, 
bruises and wounds, muscle and 
joint injuries - strains and 
sprains - skin complaints and 
toothache 

Mr Brant added: “However, 
patients must ring 999 if the sit¬ 
uation is life-threatening or 
serious, such as: complaining of 
chest pains, unconscious or fit¬ 
ting, losing a lot of blood, hav¬ 
ing a suspected stroke, suffering 
from a deep wound or head 
injury or difficulty in breath¬ 
ing.”

“The approval of the contract is 
also significant because it marks 
a major step forward in the 
Growth Area Fund projects. 

He added: “The former play¬ 
ground site at Carters Mead will 
be freed up for housing, which is 
only part of the bigger scheme for 
regenerating Prentice Place.”

REVIEW 

THE HOT RATS/EAT THE 
PARTY/THE CARPENTER’S SON 

The Square, Harlow 


FIRST up, dear readers, a 
confession. I’m a little vexed 
with myself, partly for supping 
far too much ale for a 
Wednesday night, but mostly 
because I was reeled in hook, 
line and sinker by The Hot Rats’ 
wily simian charms. 

Why should this make me angry? I 
witnessed a storming set 
performed by two of my boyhood 
heroes (Gaz Coombes and Danny 
Goffey of Supergrass fame, no less), 
enjoyed several pints and even had 
a little dance. What's there to moan 
about? 

Let me explain. Although I was fully 
aware the ’Rats would be performing a 
set consisting exclusively of covers of 
their favourite songs, I couldn’t help but 
feel a little cheated. 

Here we have two enormously talented 
chaps with an embarrassingly rich back 
catalogue of hits that helped sculpt, 


define and soundtrack a generation, but 
they’re playing someone else’s songs. 
Don’t get me wrong; I sang along and 
feverishly greeted the familiar opening 
bars of Gang Of Four’s Damaged 
Goods and The Doors’ Crystal Ship like 
old friends I thought I’d never see 
again, but somewhere at the back of 
my mind the curmudgeonly cynic in 
me crowed: “If this wasn’t Gaz and 
Danny from Supergrass, would you 


really have bothered?” 

The answer is probably yes because I 
got in for free anyway, but that’s not 
really the point. Admittedly they do a 
rather dainty job of covering other 
people’s song, but it’s frustratingly 
lacking in the knowing cheek, charisma 
and eccentricity they’ve built their 
careers upon. 

In fact, it’s not really all that different to 
turning up at your local to be 


entertained by a couple of skilful 
session musicians, only without the 
beards and beer-bellies. 

Support act Eat The Party, however, 
more than made up for any pangs of 
selfish disappointment. I must confess 
to knowing next to absolutely nothing 
about this band of elegantly dishevelled 
electro-punks, but I’ll wager we’ll all be 
getting to know them much better in 
the very near future. 

A vaudevillian fusion of Cramps-esque 
psychobilly, Pat Benatar powerchords 
and inspired haircuts fronted by a sultry 
young songstress with a taste for 
burlesque, their virtuosic performance 
was a visceral thrill-ride through a 
deliciously dark hinterland of sex, death 
and sequinned dresses. 

Not quite as thrilling, but nevertheless 
promising, was the stripped back 
acoustic styling of Oliver Carter, AKA 
The Carpenter’s Son, who opened the 
evening with a hit and miss set of fairly 
straightforward singer/songwriter fare. 
But like the sensitive soul who turns up 
at the riotous house party with his 
acoustic guitar, he seemed a little 
detached from an audience salivating 
over the prospect of seeing their 
Britpop heroes, making it difficult to 
fully appreciate the hand-wringing 
profundity of his heart-on-sleeve 
laments.

DINOSAURS ruled the Earth for more 
than 100 million years, but the third 
instalment of the computer-animated 
Ice Age series will struggle to reign at 
the UK box office for more than two 
weeks. 

The colourful follow-up to Ice Age 2: 
The Meltdown plunders from Jules 
Verne's A Journey To The Centre Of 
The Earth, as the cuddly critters 
discover an entire eco-system beneath 
the ice. 

Fearsome predators roam this vast, 
subterranean kingdom, as well as a 
daredevil weasel, whose gung-ho 
antics will coax a chuckle from 


younger viewers. 

Ice Age 3 is certainly bright and breezy, 
but Carlos Saldanha and Mike 
Thurmeier’s film is the weakest 
adventure so far, lacking inventive 
visuals or a clever screenplay to appeal 
simultaneously to adults and children. 
Sid the sloth (voiced by John 
Leguizamo) yearns for a family of his 
own so he ‘appropriates’ a nest of 
dinosaur eggs. 

“I’d like to present Egbert, Shelley and 
Yoko,” beams Sid, proudly showing off 
his surrogate family. 

When the young carnivores hatch, 
their mother roars through the camp, 
carrying off her brood plus Sid to her 
nest. 

The sloth’s friends, Manny the woolly 
mammoth (Ray Romano) and Diego 
the sabre-toothed tiger (Denis Leary), 
embark on a perilous rescue mission. 
They are accompanied by the love of 


Manny’s life, Ellie (Queen Latifah), 
who is preparing to give birth to their 
first mini-mammoth. 

Mischievous possum ‘brothers’ Crash 
(Seann William Scott) and Eddie (Josh 
Peck) tag along for the ride. 

The arduous quest takes the friends 
into a mysterious underground world 
where the flora is almost as deadly as 
the fauna and a loveable, one-eyed 
weasel called Buck (Simon Pegg) is on 
a mission to hunt a dinosaur called 
Rudy. 

Ice Age 3 screens in 3D at selected 
cinemas around the UK, but - 
unusually - the eye-popping 
technology doesn’t enhance the 
viewing experience. 

Indeed, visuals look flat for almost the 
entire 94 minutes, apart from the 
adrenaline-pumping thrill of a couple 
of first-person-perspective chase 
sequences.
